The last act of the House before 
adjourning last night was to reject 
a mafion to strike from the revenue 
bill the provision imposing a tax 
of 1 cent a gallon on imported oil 
and gasoline.

Estimates of what the oil and 
gasoline tax will produce in the 
way of Federal revenue range all 
the way from nothing to $58,000,- 
000 a year.

The Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City, whose attempted ex- 
tension of power to domination of 
State Democratic politics is afford- 
ing the chief issue in the Senato- 
rial and Gubernatorial campaign, 
also is likely to be the chief issue ip 
the election of delegates-at-large to 
the Democratic National conven- 
tion, which convenes Monday aft- 
ernoon at the Coliseum. 
Pendergast will come to the con- 
vention with a slate of five candi- 
dates for the Big Eight, each of 


whom will have one-half vote in 
the convention, and will support it 
with the block of 467 delegates 
from Jackson County. 

The Pendergast slate is former 
Governor Frederick D. Gardner of 
St. Louis, Samuel W. Fordyce of 
St. Louis, Judge William T. Rag- 
land of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, Frank C. Niles of Kansas 
City and Mrs. Nelle Donnelly of 
Kans@s City, who recently was the 
victim of a kidnaping plot. There 
are three additiénal places, to be 
fiHed by women, and for which the 
Kansas City boss,“so far as is 
known, has no suggestions. 

Opposition Has Slate, 

It is certain Pendergast will not 
name the delegates-at-large with- 
out a fight. Other candidates, who 
will command a material strength, 
are Daniel G. Taylor of St. Louis, 
Arnest A. Green of St. Louis, Ew- 
ing Y. Mitchell of Springfield and 
Perl D. Decker of Joplin. There 
also is talk of placing Senator Har- 
ry B. Hawes on the delegation. 
Such action would follow a gen- 
eral party policy in the past of 
choosing a Democratic Senator. 

There has developed some oppo- 
sition in St. Louis to Gardner, not 
through any personal objection to 
him, but because he has been a 
delegate at large to each of the last: 
three national conventions. Some 
Democrats take the position that 
the honor should be passed around. 

It may be expected that the prin- 
cipal fight will be directed toward 
preventing the election of Fordyce. 
It is not probable that the entire 
Pendergast slate could be defeated 
and it is not likely that an attempt 
will be made to defeat all on it. 
But with the strength of the Déar- 
mont-for-Governor forces lined up 
in decided opposition to Fordyce, 
he probably will be marked for 
slaughter tf the political maneuver- 
ing can bring together sufficient 
strength to accomplish that pur- 
pose. 

Taylor and Green Popular. 

The gradual building up of 
strength for Taylor, who is popu- 
lar alike with the city organization 
and with rural Democrats, may Dy 
convention time get a majority of 
the delegates for him, and, if that 
should work out, it might carry 
with it the selection of Green also. 
That would mean the defeat of 
both Fordyce and Gardner. 

Pendergast, however, comes with 
an effectively organized support for 
his slate. Though the number can- 
not even be estimated, it is known 
that in addition to the delegates 
from Kansas City, he _ will have 
many from Western Missouri coun- 
ties and the peculiar exigencies of 
political trading may give him ex- 
tensive support from St. Louis, 
where he has formed alliances in 
his efforts to nominate Francis M. 
Wilson for Governor. ‘ 

The Kansas City boss will bring 
to the convention about 4000 mem- 
bers of his organization as “root- 
ers,” five special trains having been 
chartered. There also will be a 
special train of Dearmont “rooters”’ 
from Southeast Missouri. 

Hawes Unable to Come. 

Senator Hawes announced yes- 
terday in Washington that he prob- 
ably would be unable to. get to 
St. Louis for the convention, Hawes’ 
Philippine independence bill is 
scheduled to come up in the Senate 
Monday or Tuesday, and he said 
he would be compelled to remain 
in Washington to look after it. 

The convention gathering will be 
taken advantage of by the workers 
in the Democratic Victory cam- 
paign, which is raising funds for 
the fall campaign. Kenneth Teas- 
dale, state chairman of the Victory 
campaign, has announced a meet- 
ing of district chairmen at Hotel 
Jefferson at 11 o’clock Monday 
morning. Mrs. Charles B. Faris. 
chairman of the women’s division, 
has ordered 3000 “donkey” emb- 
lems, which will be sold by women 
at the convention and in the corri- 
dors of hotels. The money thus ob- 
tained will go to the campaign 
fund.

OVER MISSOURI PACIFIC LOAN 


Lenders Had Carried on Negotis- 
tions Only With the Debtor 
: Railroad.

NEW YORK, March 26.—Bank- 
ing circles said today regarding 
the agreement to accept half of 
the Missovri Pacific loan of $11,- 
700,000 maturing April 1, and ex- 
tend the other half for six months, 
that there. was some confusion re- 
garding negotiations between those 
concerned over this loan. 


the three banks holding the loan-—- 
J. P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn Loeb &

of New York—had not discussed 
the matter with either the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation or 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The bankers, it was added, 
had dealt only with the debtor 
carrier. 

According to financial quarters, 
the Missowri Pacific made a for- 
mal application for a loan of $12,- 
800,000 in order to meet its April 
1 maturity. The Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, it was un- 
derstood, then proposed to the 
railroad that it request the bank- 
ers to accept half of the matur- 
ity and grant an exténsion of the 
other half for three years. The 
carrier, it was said, had suggested 
the extension be for six months 
It was emphasized that the bank- 
ers agreed to this without argu- 
ment and wanted it known that 
they “wished to co-operate” with 
the railroad in overcéming its im- 
mediate financial difficulty. 

It was understood the forthcom- 
ing Missouri Pacific maturity was 
its only bank loan. Just how the 
road will overcome tife difficulty 
of paying the extended half of the 
present loan next October was not 
known.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—A 
lively. fight broke out .oday when 
police attempted to halt a group 
which tried to parade past the 
Japanese Embassy on Massachv- 
setts avenue. Denied permission 
to parade past the Embassy, the 
group marched by in ‘squads of * 
or three, formed in line and carry-. 
ing banners. One banner said, 
“Down. With Japanese Imperial- 
ism.” ° 2 

A girl, carrying a banner felt 
over her head, led the group. Police 
attempted to halt the march and 
fighting broke out, spreading over 
the sidewalk and into the street. 
Police used clubs and _ blackjacks 
in subduing two or three of the 
men, who fought fiercely. There 
were almost as many officers as 
demonstrators and within a few 
minutes the placards and banners 
were down and policemen in pairs 
led the demonstrators to police 
patrols. 

Several of the group had been 
handled so roughly that they need- 
ed support to stand. 

When the fighting ended, two 
or three policemen were prone 
on the sidewalk. Several of the 
prisoners were bleeding from 
‘wounds on their heads. Police esti- 
mated 20 of the demonstrators had 
been arrested. 

About half of the participants 
were Negroes. There were eight 
women, five white and three Negro. 
The women were carrying banners 
markd “Expel the Japanese,” 
“Down with Japanese Imperialism,” 
“We want bread, not war,” “Stop 
the fighting.” 

So vigorously did the women fight 
that the police were compelled to 
strike back and at least one woman 
was knocked out. 

Members of the Japanese Em- 
bassy staff watched the struggle 
from the roof of the chancery and 
from windows of the various of- 
fices.

FRANK LLOYD WRionl 
TELLS HS LIFE STORY 


Record of .Romances to Be 
Published in Autobiography 
of Noted Architect. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 26.~—Frank 
Lloyd Wright, 62-year-old archi- 
tect whose art brought him inter- 
national renown and whose tan- 
gied martial relations gained him 
widespread notoriety, has recorded 
the story of his life in an autobi- 
ography. 

The book, to be published next 
Wednesday, tells not only of his 
genius but chronicles the details 
of his marriages and the defiance 
of conventions which brought him 
into many courts. 

His marital troulges date back 
to 1907 when Wright, graduated 
in 1888 from Wisconsin University, 
and at the threshhold of his fame 
as an architect, left his first wife 
in Oak Park, lll. He went to Ber- 
lin with a-woman known for her 
beauty, Mrs. Afamah Borthwick 
Cheyney. There they registered at 
a hoteb as Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Lioyd Wright. 

The relationship of the architect 
and Mrs. Cheyney survived the re- 
fusal of the first Mrs. Wright to 
grant him a divorce. For years he 
continued to live with the beauty at 
Taliesin, the home he built near 
the scene of his birth at Spring 
Green, Wis. Then one night in 
August, 1914. when Wright was 
away Mrs. Cheyney and her two 
children were slain with an ax by 
John Carlton, a crazed butler, who 
also set fire to the house. 

Wright buried Mrs. Cheyney and 
rebuilt Taliesin. Five months later 
he met Mrs. Miriam Noel, a sculp- 
tress and divorcee. +» When Mrs. 
Wright relented in 1922 and per- 
mitted him to divorce her, he mar- 
ried Mrs. Noel, but she left him in 
three months. It was not long be- 
fore he transferred his affections 
to Olga Milanoff, a danseuse from 
Montenegro. 

Mrs. Noel objected. She sued the 
dancer for $100,000 and had her 
arrested with Wrigh* at a Wild- 
hurst (Minn.) cottage. Drawn out 
court battles ended with a victory 
for Wright and Mrs. Noel divorced 
him in 1927. She died three years 
later in Milwaukee. 

Wright's romance with Olga 
Milanoff resulted in 1928 in mar- 
riage which has survived until to- 
day. Wright incorporated himself 
to pay off his divorce and other 
debts and his friends helped him 
do it by buying stock in the cor- 
poration. 

The Imperial Hotel in Tokio, 
which alone of all buildings with- 
stood the disastrous earthquake of 
1923, remains in the eyes of the 
world of architecture as one of 
Wright's greatest triumphs in de- 
sign and construction. 


CITY DEFICIT FOR YEAR

He said the 
students appeared to be another 
section of the collegians who are 
trying to investigate the coal fields 
labor controversy, but that he 
thought a few of those who were 
ejected last night were in the bus.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 26. 
—Turned back by officers of Bell 
County, members of the National 
Students’ League who attempted to 
enter the Kentucky coal fields for 
“socialogical research’ returned 
here last night. 

The group did not even halt for 
food on the way back, as <Aen- 
tuckians warned that Claiborne 
County, on the Tennessee bre, 
would permit no stop. 

The students who were denied 
admittance to the coal fields held 
an executive meeting here today to 
discuss a proposal that formal pro- 
test be made to the British Em- 
bassy in Washington against an al- 
leged assault on George Carritt, 
Columbia University student and a 
British subject. Carritt, former 
Oxford student, is taking post-grad- 
uate work at Columbia. 

Giving her version of the attack 
on Carritt, Miss Eleanor Curtis, a 
member of the student steering 
committee, said an officer of Bell 
County, Kentucky, read them ex- 
cerpts from an intercepted letter 
addressed to a Communist in jail at 
Tazewell, Tenn, 

It described the student group as 
the “Rah rah bunch of Commun- 
ists." Miss Curtis said she was jak- 
ing notes as the officer read but he 
saw her writing and grabbed the 
notes from her. She tried to re- 
claim them and he twisted her arm. 
She said Carritt came to her aid 
and lunged at the officer, but was 
heavily struck on the jaw by the 
latter, - 

She said the incident occurred in 
the bus as the students were being 
escorted from Middlesboro, Ky., to 
the state line. Several of the stu- 
dents said they favored a formal 
protest to the British Government. 


Matter for States to Decide, Attor- 
ney-General Says. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The 
Justice Department today answered 
a request for protection of college 
students studying mining conditions 
in Kentucky with the statement 
that it was a matter to be handled 
by the states. 

Attorney-General Mitchell was 
addressed by Donald Henderson, 
Columbia University instructor, 
seeking “immediate steps to insure 
the safety of these American stu- 
dents and citizens traveling from 
one state to another.”

Wellesley, Mass., Police Say 
Bernard A. Behrend Ap- 
parently Killed Self.

WELLESLEY, Mass., March 26. 
—A policeman forced his way into 
the home of Bernard A. Behrend, 
56 years old, internationally known 
authority on electricity, and found 
Behrend dead on the floor yester- 
day, a pistol beside the body. 

Police said apparently he had 
shot himself. 

Dr. Frederic A. Stanwood, 4s- 
sistant medical examiner, said 
Behrend had been shot through the 
heart but made no further state- 
ment. 

The policeman_was_ called by 
Charles McGillis of Waltham, who 
had driven Behrend home ‘trom 
Cambridge. He said Behrend had 
asked him to wait outside. Finally 
McGillis became suspicious. 

Behrend had been ill recently. 

He was born in Villeneuve, 
Switzerland, and was educated in 
England and Germany. He had 
served as nonresident lecturer at 
McGill University in Montreal and 
at the University of Wisconsin and 
Leland Stanford University in Cal- 
ifornia. In 1904 he was awarded 
the gold medal of the St. Louis 
Exposition and 1912 the John 
Scott medal of the Franklin in- 
stitute. He had served as a mem- 
ber of the committee on organiza- 
tion of the International Electrical 
Congress in St. Louis in 1904. 

Behrend had been chief enzineer 
of the Bullock Elk °tric Manufac- 
turing Co. of Ciucinnati and as 
chief electrical engineer’ and con- 
sulting engineer of the Allis-Chal- 
mers Co. and Allis-Chalmers-Bul- 
lock, Ltd., Montreal. At one time 
he was advisory engineer of the 
Westinghouse company and some 
of the largest electrical units ever 
manufactured by these companies 
were designed by him. He wrote 
several books and monographs on 
alternating currents, motors and 
generators.

They were found guilty by a jury 
a week ago. Sentences were im- 
posed by Judge Ladd today after 
denial of their motion for a new 
trial. Appeal bonds were fixed at 
$12,000. 

The men have been in jail since 
Dec. 12, when they were caught in 
the act of breaking into the bank. 
Bond of $100,000 each had been 
asked for their release. Several 
weeks ago they were acquitted on 
a directed verdict of a charge of 
attempted ‘bank robbery. The 
Judge held the circumstances indi- 
cated a charge of burglary, not 
robbery.

CONGRESS AND THE TREASURY. 

It is impossible for Congress to devise a tax Dill 
which will balance the national budget until it knows 
what the income tax schedules produced in 1931. 

It is unlikely that the Treasury has this informa- 
tion. The last Jay for returns was March 15. Nev- 
ertheless, the 1931 returns afford the only scientific 
basis for any forecast of what can be expected of 
1932. 

Congress can therefore require by resolution that 
it be furnished with the information it needs. After 
all, Congress is responsible for the national credit. 
If the Treasury is withholding information, or threat- 
ens to do so, as some of the members of the House 
complain, Congress is the master and not the Treas- 
ary. 

‘The Treasury disagrees with congressional esti- 
mates of what both the income and estate taxes pro- 
posed in the new bill would produce. Representative 
Ramseyer estimates that * the amended’' estate 
tax will produce $60,000,000 to 7100,000,000 in its first 
year. The Treasury’s reply is that it will not yield 
more than $20,000,000 the first year. 

The wide disparity in congressional and,Treasury 
estimates as to what the proposed new surtaxes will 
produce is well known.: Representative Swing de- 
clares that $120,000,000 of the national revenue will 
result from his amendment increasing surtaxes to a 
maximum of 65 per cent on incomes above $5,000,000, 
while the Treasury insists that it will yield only 
about $35,000,000. 

Says the California Congressman: 

It is obvious to anyone that the Treasury and 
the Ways and Means Committee are chiefly in- 
terested in proving that nobody’s plan is any 
good except their own. It is high time they pro- 
duced some evidence. The returns for last year 
are in now, and the Treasury has the figures.

The current income tax payments certainly do not 
add to the Treasury’s reputation for accuracy. Its 
estimate was $175,000,000 for March receipts.

THE STORY OF CINCINNATI. 

Judge Samuel Seabury of New York went to Cin- 
cinnati recently to deliver a ringing indictment of 
American municipal government in general and that 
of his own city in particular. Now Mayor Russell 
Wilson of Cincinnati has returned the visit. Speak- 
ing in New York under the auspices of the Commit- 
tee of One Thousand, devoted to civic betterment, 
Mayor Wilson condemned the strangle-hold which 
partisan politics has on the leading cities of the 
country and invited, by way of contrast, investiga- 
tion of conditions in Cincinnati, the largest city now 
operating under city manager government. 

“The only remedy for corrupt and wasteful city 
government,” said the Cincinnati Mayor, “is the dis- 
association of local government from national party 
politics. The awful waste of municipal government 
must stop if our ‘institutions shall not perish from 
the earth.’” Mayor Wilson’s observation is as true 
as the rules of the solar system. The present scheme 
of city government in New York, Chicago and Phila- 
delphia, and only to a lesser degree existent in most 
smaller cities, whereby municipal offices are operat- 
ed to reward faithful party workers without regard 
to administrative needs and the public welfare, 
would eventually bring the nation to ruin. The com- 
plete breakdown in Chicago and Philadelphia indi- 
cates that a good start has been made and that the 
only hope lies in prompt and concerted action on 
the part of an aroused public. 

National politics has no place in city government, 
and it never has had. As we pointed out some time 
ago, there is no Republican way of building a sub- 
way, no Democratic way of putting out a fire. This 
fact is full well known by our national po'itical

The “Phone Peddler” Nuisance. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE depression has developed some 
T unusual brands of salesmanship. Un- 

doubtedly some of these are born of 
individual desperation. Others are .the 
result of a sincere effort to earn a living. 
Of these there can be no criticism. 

There is another type of organized, 
high-pressure sales campaign which the 
public has a right to resent. This is the 
campaign which the “phone peddler” 
carries into the privacy of our homes via 
a public utility. 

There is no way of escaping this pest 
without muffling the telephone bell and 
thus foregoing at least half the utility 
of the service which the housgholder is 
paying to maintain. With dry cleaners, 
laundries,- real estate agents and ped- 
dlers of all descriptions projecting their 
sales talks into our homes at all hours 
of the day and night, the only incentive 
for the houscholder to answer the tele- 
phone is the fear of missing a communi- 
cation from or for some member of the 
family. Jllness in the home or within 
the immediate circle of friends or rela- 
tives intensifies this fear. 

While there seems to be no legal rem- 
edy for this form of peace disturbance, 
there is no reason householders should 
refrain from putting a strict boycott on 
all goods advertised in this manner. This 
form of sales resistance has been suc- 
cessfully employed against highway bill- 
board advertisers in some states where 
billboard regulation had previously been 
ineffective. :

In the light of this position of our military men, 


Tardieu’s new Cabinet contains, for the first time in 
France’s history, a Ministry of the National Defense, 
comprising the functions and duties of the former 
three ministries of War,’ Navy and Aviation. The 
reasons announced for the combination were the need 
for reducing the cost of government and the desire 
to effect a feeling of greater security. Thus, in one 
breath, France, one of the leading military Powers 
of the world, has contradicted the contentions of the 
American Generals and Admirals. 

While the change came as a surprise in political 
circles in France, the dispatch goes on to say, it.was 
not effected without the advance sanction of French 
military leaders. Experience has proved that the 


ordination, a case in point, according to military 
leaders, being the failure to develop the aviation’ 
branch. So important is the matter of reducing ex- 
penditures in the French war machine: that Pre- 
mier Tardieu selected to head the new ministry, not 
an army man, such as Gen. Weygand, but Fran- 
cois Petri, former Minister of ‘the Budget and of 
Colonies, a man with a feputation for paring the 
costs of government. 

The French move puts our objecting army and navy 
officials in an anomalous position. It raises the 
question whether they have not placed. departmental! 
prestige and influence as their first consideration. 
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THE GARDEN CITY PLAN. 
One of the interesting ideas put’ forward by the 
Construction League of the United States, which this 
week held its convention here, was the adaptation 
of the garden city plan to the United States. This 
would mean removal of industries, or at least thejr 
employes, from congested city afeas to tracts in the 
country, where each family could have its own gar- 
den and enjoy a more independent, more wholesome 
life. If we ever realize the folly of crowding our 
people into cities, while rural areas become waste 
lands, the garden city plan will be the solution. Our 
civilization, now largely based on considerations of 
industry, has fled from the land, but garden cities 
would enable the people to partake of the best fea: 


to give the taxpayers full return on their dollars, 
not 70 to 80 cents, as is the practice in many cities. 
As a result, the tax rate has fallen steadily while 
the public services haye constantly increased. Any- 
one who has visited Cincinnati recently knows the 
change that has come over the city. 

Other cities, including St. Louis, must eventually 
do what Cincinnati has done. By some means or 
other, they must divorce municipal management from 
partisan politics. They must or perish. 
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GERMANY AND THE DANUBE UNION. 

Germany was forced last summer to give up her 
plan for a customs union with Austria, largely be- 
cause of French opposition. Now Germany has a 
chance to wreck a French scheme for a similar union, 
this time among the Danubian countries, and is giv- 
ing tit for tat by opposing the plan. “But it is in 
more than a spirit of revenge that Germany rejects 
the idea, for she makes some valid points against it. 
Such a confederation, being among small nations of 
fimited consumption possibilities, would not help its 
members dispose of their surplus crops, it is pointed 
out. .Larger and non-self-sustaining nations must be 
included in such a union to make it a success. The 
Reich proposes that England, France, Italy and Ger- 
many be brought into the proposals. 

It is obvious that a remedy must be found for 
the distress brought about by Europe’s system of 
tariff walls. Germany would join such a movement, 
and has previously shown her good faith by inviting 
other nations to enter the proposed Austro-German 
union, Tardieu’s Danube plan, designed in part at 
least to bolster French power in that region, seems 
definitely wrecked by Germany’s attitude. However, 
there is nothing to prevent its expansion in such 
form as to effect an all-European tariff union, to 
the vast benefit of all the nations. 
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PUBLIC QUESTIONS ON THE RADIO. 

The widespread public criticism assailing the triv- 
ial character of most radio programs seems to be 
bearing fruit, at least as far as discussions of public 
problems is concerned. The last few weeks have 
produced a notable series of intelligent and informa- 
tive addresses. These, we believe, are welcomed by 
that large sector of the radio public that desires 
to be informed on issues of the day. Listeners to- 
day, for instance, may hear Senator Frazier discuss 
refinancing, Senator Wheeler on the bill for remone- 
tization of silver and Senator Thomas on the farm 
marketing bill.

When prohibition came, the first thought . 


of the American wine makers was of finding 
a method of de-alcoholizing their wines to 
make them legal for commerce. The first 
thought of the American wine drinker was 
of home manufacture, and he went forth 
and bought grapes and raisins. The first 
thought of the grape grower was to uproot 
his vines. Some growers actually did that, 
and regretted the act shortly, when the de- 
mands of home brewers sent the prices of 
both fresh and dried grapes upward. Grow- 
ers were thriving on prohibition. The wine 
ghost might be down, but not out! 


The new prosperity was short-lived. The 
bootlegging of alcoholic products sprang up 
in short order. Home-brewing fell off in 
popularity, except among the foreign-born 
element, which is willing to give wine time 
to age. Americans took to hard liquor, 
ready-made and readily available. .De-al- 
coholized wine was not real wine, for with- 
out 12 per. cent of alcohol, real wine will not 
keep. Bacteria change the wine to vinegar. 
The wine industry faced inevitable ruin. 

Among old-time American wine men, 
Capt. Paul Garrett is regarded as the dean 
of them all. He was the first wine man to 
grasp the significance of prohibition. He 
saw tens of thousands of Americans trying 
to make wine in their own homes. Hé saw 
grape prices soar. He saw wine-making 
cease, because home brewers could not 
wait for their wine to age; saw the grape 
industry crash. 

“We've got to find a way to make wine 
fast,” he said, “as fast as they make gin 
and whisky nowadays.” He called into his 
office a chemist familiar with fermentation. 


| 


A few days later the chemist brought him 
some samples of good white wine. “I 
crushed the grapes,” explained the chemist, 
“then ran them through a vacuum pan and 
made a syrup. Then I restored water to 
the syrup, and the yeasts did the work in 
48 hours.” : 

“The ghost walks!” exclaimed the old 
wine man. “Get a ton of grapes and see 


- what you can do in quantity.” 


Three days later the chemist had turned 
the entire ton of grapes into wine. It was 
a sounder wine than that made by the old 
process, clear and palatable, though lacking 
in aroma. The new process had speeded 
up wine making by at least two years! 

a . — e 

That was the beginning of five years of 
experiments with yeasts and wines which 
have revolutionized the ancient industry. 

“The funny part of it,’”’ laughed the Cap- 
tain, “is that we can’t go ahead and make 
wine by this new process, but the French, 
the Germans and the Italians, who are now 
experimenting with a method perfected in 
dry America, can go ahead and use it. And 
it’s going to revolutionize.the industry.” 

Just what to do with their new knowl- 
edge of wine-making, in prohibition Amer- 
ica, is something that has the wine men 
guessing. They are Hke the Swiss with a 
brand-new battleship. They may make 
wines in laboratories, but they may not 
make them to sell. 

The object of all the experiments with 
wines, of course, has been to find a means 
by which wine grape-juice may be held in 
leash until it can be sold to consumers, who 
may make wines in their homes for their 
own use only without breaking the law. So 
far the efforts to market the grape concen- 
trates have not been an outstanding success, 
despite the much-discussed wine “bricks” 
recently introduced. The wine men explain 
their lack of success saying that “the 
country is already on a gin and whisky diet.” 

Moreover, there is in the industry a 
strange paradox. During the past year, 
funds to carry on experiments have come 
from a loan advanced to the industry by 
the United States Government through the 
Farm Board. While one branch of Govern- 
ment prevents them from lusing their new 
knowledge of wines, other branches lend 
their aid in furthering the ruined industry. 
Still another branch makes agricultural ex- 
periments to improve the wine grapes. Such 
is the peculiar and paradoxical status of the 
wine industry under prohibition,

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EUROPE WILL NEVER 
TO OLD CAPITALISM OR FREE 
TRADE, GERMAN EXPERT SAYS 


Prof. Scenbart Thinks “Plan Economy” Offers 
Way Out — “Dominance of White 


Race Over,” He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. ’ 

BERLIN, March 26. — That 
Europe will never return to the 
forms of capitalism that existed be- 
fore the economic crisis, is the 
opinion of Werner Sombart, econ- 
omist and professor at the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. 


Addressing an economics re- 
search body on “The Future of 
Capitalism,” Prof. ombart said: 
“Europe will not réturn to an in- 
ternational system of capitalism 
based on the pound because Europe 
will nevcr again become the 
money-lender of the world. The 
business pace has slackened, effi- 
ciency has become the order of the 
day, and Europe will produce much 
less capital than hitherto.” 

Three schools of thought regard- 
ing capitalism existed today, Prof 
Sombart said, classifying them as, 
first, the status quo, ®r conserva- 
tive; second, the reactionary; and 
third, the revolutionary. , 

The first, he says, would at- 
tempt to patch up the present cap- 
italistic system with emergency de- 
crees, the second advocates turn- 
ing back the hands of time to free 
trade, and the third would embark 
on a system of “plan economy.” 
The last is a form of national econ- 
omy in which a central economic 
council would regulate and con- 
trol industry according to a plan, 
but without abolishing private 


- 


property in the means of produc- 
tion. Sombart, who described it as 


“timed business,” declared it point- |- 


ed the only way to progress. 

Under plan economy; as he ex- 
plained it, production, distribution 
and consumption would proceed on 
a basis of equality. The system 
would bear no half-way measures, 
he said. 

Sombart defended the thesis that 
“self-sufficiency must progress 
along the line of sh=ping business 
more sensibly. from the standpoint 
of the whole,” advocating customs 
unions, quotas, and preferential 
duties against the “undesirable 
most-favored-nation clause” sys- 
tem. 

Plan ecenomy, Sombart § said, 
would be organized on a national 
basis and would embrace every 
kind of business. Free trade, he 
said, humorously, citing the title 
of the love-song hit, “Just once, 
for all time,” would never return. 

Sombart said one of the inevi- 
table results of the world’s eco- 
nomic shake-up would be the at- 
tempt of Eastern nations to fi- 
nance themselves. — 

“It is practically certain that the 
C€ominance of the white racé is 
over,” he said. “The great histor- 
ical significance of the World War 
lies in the fact that it emancipat- 
ed the colored races from. the 
white.”

Charges Rival for Democratic 
Nomination for Governor 
With Evasion. 


Bennett C. Clark, candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator, in a speech 
in Clayton last night took an un- 
equivocal stand in favor of repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment and, 
ridiculing the evasive position of 
Charles M. Howell, one of his op-

TRYING TO BRING VICEROY 
AND GANDHI TOGETHER AGAIN 


President of National Congress 
Confers With Willingdon, Re- 
viving Hope for Peace. 

NEW DELHI, India, March 26. 
—Hope for peace between the Gov- 
ernment and India Nationalists 
suddenly was revived today when 


it was learned that Mrs. Sarojini’ 


Naidu, president of the Nationalist 
Congress, had a long conversation 
with Viceroy Lord Willingdon yes- 
terday. 

After the conference Mrs. Naidu 
hastened to Benares, where _ she 
had a five-hour talk with Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya, National- 
ist member of the round table con- 
ference. 

The belief was expressed in po- 
litical circles that the conferences 
were intended to pave the way for 
co-operation and conciliation be- 
tween Gandhi and the Viceroy. 
Pandit Malaviya, who is next to 
Gandhi in influence in Nationalist 
India, was reported now on the 
way here from Benares to discuss 
the possibility of a solution with 
Lord Willingdon. 

The Rev. Charles F. Andrews, 
Gandhi's biographer, who is now 
at Delhi, cancelled a proposed trip 
to China in order to try to bring 
the Mahatma and the Viceroy to- 
gether.

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IAPANESE AND CHINESE 
DEADLOCKED IN PARLEY 


Withdrawal of Troops Is Issue 
Adjournment. Taken 
Until Monday. — 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, March 26.—Nego- 
tiations for a Chinese-Japanese 
atmistice were near a breakdown 
today as the delegates of the two 
countries adjourned until Monday 
in order to refer controversial is- 
sues to their respective govern- 
ments, but later the outlook was 
brightened. 

Today’s meeting ended with a 
deadiock on the issue of withdraw- 
al of Japanese troops and only the 
possibility of substantial conces- 
sions on both sides offered any 
hope of saving the conference and 
later the Japanese receded some- 
what in their attitude. 

The negotiations reached a crisis 
late yesterday, it was understood. 
when Lieutenant-General Kenkfthi 
Uyeda, chief of the Japanese Idele- 
gates, informed the conference 
the Japanese would not withdraw 
before six weeks and then only to 
a so-called secondary defense line, 
running through Chenju, Tachang 
and Tsetzeling. 

The Chinese delegates immedi- 
ately prepared to leave the con- 
ference, it was learned, and agreed 
to remain only after Nelson T. 
Johnson and Sir Miles W. Lamp- 
son, American and British Minis- 
ters, promised to use their good 
offices with the Japanese in an at- 
tempt to obtain more conciliatory 
terms. Mamoru Shigmetsu, Jap- 
anese Minister, also was understood 
to have agreed to assist in bringing 
about a compromise. 

The Chinese asked for permis- 
sion to submit the matters at issue 
to the Nanking Government. 

Under the Japanese plan to 
withdraw to a secondary defense 
line, the Japanese would =§ still 
control the territory for a five-mile 
radius around the city. Complete 
withdrawal, a spokesman for the 
Japanese said, would depend “upon 
circumstances entirely.” 

The only major agreement 
reached since the opening of the 
conference concerns the composi- 
tion and functions of a joint com- 
mission to certify the withdrawal 
of the forces. It was agreed that 
the commission should include rep- 
resentatives of the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Italy, 
the four Powers that have been 
assisting in bringing about peace 
overtures. 

The transport Shiragi Maru sailed 
for Japan today carrying the ashes 
of 264 officers and men of the 
Japanese Army killed during the 
fighting here. The 264 urns con- 
stituted the last consignment of the 
casualties of the Shanghai battles.

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GREAT CAVE IS FOUND 
ON RANCH IN TEXAS 


Explorer Says It Contains.Eake 
Arched Over With 
Stalactites. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN ...ijTONIO, Tex., March 26. 


—A cave that rivals the Carlsbad 
Cavern of New Mexico and the 
Mammoth Cave of Kentucky lies at 


the deors of San Antonio, according 
to Dr. Frank Earnest Nicholson. 
auther and’ explorer of natural 
wonders. 
Formation of stalactites and 
stalagmites in the cave, located on 
the Al Gray ranch near Boerne, in- 
dicate that some of them have 
been in progress of growth -for 
25,000,000 years, he said. 
* Sixty-two feet below the surface 
of the earth, the central shaft 
opens within 300 feet of a lake 156 
feet in’ «’ameter, so arched over by 
stalactites that it is impossible to 
see more than 10 feet ahead. 
Nicholson and a companion 
waded through this lake and said 
they found that the cave opens 
into a great central room as large 
as the largest in Carl. bad or Mam- 
moth Cave. 

A second and larger lake has 
been discovered 2000 feet beyond 
the large room.

LMOST any animal is danger- 
Aus when aroused. In 1926 I 

came close to being killed by a 
tapir, the meekest of animals. 
I was in Sumatra assembling a 
group of specimens that included 
some pythons, Sumatra hornbills, 
langur monkeys, civet cats, porcu- 
pines, a siamang gibbon and a 
tapir. 
Normally it would have been safe 
to bet that the pythons would 
make more trouble for me than the 
rest of this collection pu together. 
But this was not a norma! situa- 
tion, It was the tapir that won the 
Trouble Sweepstakes, breezing in 
with several lengths to spare. 
The experience proved to me all 
over again how foolish it is to gen- 
eralize about animals. I've seen 
two tigers, for instance, animals of 
the same sex and age and caught 
at the same time, display ytterly 
different characteristics. One grew 
50 tame that after a few weeks I 
was putting my hand inside its cage 
and stroking the back ‘of its neck; 
the other became more and more 
vicious, yntil the process of feeding 
it involved real danger and required 
caution, 


It isn’t much less intelligent to 
generalize about animals than it is 
to generalize about people. It’s 
about as sensible to say, “Ele- 
phants are kind,” or “elephants are 
inean,” or “‘tapirs can be trusted,” 
or “tapirs can’t be trusted,” as it is 
to say flatly that all human beings 
are noble, or the opposite of that 
proposition. One finds almost as 
much variety in animal character 
us one does in human character. 
Of course, there are certain basic 
things that are true of animals just 
as there are certain fundamentals 
that apply to most people but this 
does not alter the fact that the 
minute a man starts generalizing 
about animals he displays his Inex- 
perience. Perhaps the nearest one 
can come to a gefieralization is to 
say that most animals are danger- 
ous when they think they're in 
danger. And, after all, that is less 
@ generalization about animals than 
it is a basic fact of life, involving 
human beings and the animal king- 
dom both, . 

Of all the animals in the Malay- 
an jungle the tapir is probably the 
least dangecroys. We is mych less 
formidable, for instance, than the 
wild poar which: has tusks that are 
capable of ripping open an unwary 
enemy in a fight. - 

The tapir in addition to having 
no tusks is also clawless. Each 
front foot has four hoof-like toes, 
each back foot three: and these 
are hardly weapons. He has big, 
powerful teeth but since he is 
known to be a vegetarian, these are 
feared by neither man nor beast. 
One is about as conscious of them 
as One is of the teeth, however 
capable, of the average, horse, 
COW or deer. 

The tapir ig a strange creature, in 
& class by itself, It is the only ani- 
mal on earth today that has come

down the ages in its present form. 
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Evolution has left is untouched. It 
was as it is today, thou- 
sands and thousands of years 
ago when the camel was no 
bigger than a greyhound and the 
horse was a four-toed animal the 
size of a fox terrier. It has always 
been tO my mind such a placid 
symbol of age and tradition, so per- 
fect an embodiment of the quiet 
mellowness of the years, that I 
could have as easily imagined my- 
self being suddenly attacked by the 
Sphinx as by a tapir.

If we can learn to see these 
signs of normal adolescence for 
what they are, we will not respond 
to them as a challenge to our au- 
thority nor feel over-anxious about 
possible scrapes. 

Instead, we will be on the alert 
to find good outlets of the sort 
the child needs. We will give him 
plenty of leeway to make the less- 
er mistakes that teach their own 
lessons. We will show with respect 
to the things he is driving at a 
sympathetic appreciation that will 
remove the barriers between him 
and us and make our wisdom ac- 
cessible to him.
